Cincinnati, Ohio, November § 18.— 
With the arrests today in six cities of 
men alleged by the government to 
constitute a monumental  get-rich- 


quick chain of swindlers, United States | 
secret service men declared they have | 2 
brought to the surface an organization , 
that has mulcted smal] corporations, | 
inventors and promoters of $1,500,000 
in the la&t three years. The arrests 
were made as the result of secret in- 
dictments returned here by the last 
United States grand jury. 

» Those arrested are: F. D. Minyard, 
at Cleveland, Ohio; George 8S. Hanna- 
ford, Chicago; H, B. Warren, Roches- | 
ter, N. Y.;: Mason G. Worth, New York; | 
Thomas Fishwick, Boston, and A. Bruce 
Crane, Newark, N, J. 

Indictments were returned here 
against five men who are alleged to 
have constituted the link of the chain. 
The five are Minyard Hannaford, Fish- 
wick and J. R. Long, and J. C. Mal- 
colm, who are said to be in Canada. 
The other arrests were made on af- 
fidavits of government officials. The 
three indicted in Cincinnati will be 
returned here for trial. A federal 
grand jury at Rochester, it s said, 
will be impanelled to investigate | 
branches of the alleged swindle, while | 
the grand jury at Buftalo, N. Y., will) 
convene tomorrow to take up the 
cases.

After Detectives Had Been 
Shot Down, the Man Shot 
Woman Companion and 
Then Killed Himself—Cou- 
ple Wanted for Complicity 
in Series of Diamond Rob- 
beries. 


New York, November 18.—A man and 
woman stood in a small room of a 
Raineslaw hotel in the Bronx to- 
night and deliberately shot down three 
detectives and two other men who were 
trying to place the pair under afrest. 

After nearly. emptying the eleven 
chambers of a large automatic re- 
volver, reinforced by shots from an or- 
dinary revolver in the hands of his 
woman companion, and probably fatal- 
ly wounding four of those of whom 
he shot down, the man shot and killed 
the woman and then put a bullet 
through his own head, dying instantly. 

This is the outline of one of the 
most serious shooting affrays which 
the detectives of this city have run 
into for years, so far as the conflicting 
Stories of the shooting had been sifted 
late tonight.

J. E. D. Isbell had $30 worth of 
chances and won the horse on the first 
raffie, conducted by one Swilling, the 
original owner. Some question was 
raised as to the fairness of the draw- 
ing, and another was held. This time 
Garland won. 

Before the second drawing Swilling 
put the horse in the livery stable of 
Isbell. In the second drawing Gar- 
land won and went to the stable to 
claim his horse, but Isbell said “Neigh, 
neigh.”’ 

Thén Garland brought suit, and the 
jury found in favor of Isbell, the win- 
ner in the first drawing and the court 
refused to entertain a motion for a 
new trial. From the northwestern 
circuit the case was appealed.

Nothing bearing on the 
next day’s tragedy was mentioned, she 
declared. 

Cc. Cc. Westmoreland, chairman of the 
board of supervisors of Carroll county, 
testified that a few days after the 
tragedy he had a conversation with 
Clerk Goad, and that the latter said 
he thought the shooting was the great- 
est thing that could have happened, be- 
cause it would rid Carroll county of 
the Allens.

TURKEY I$ AGAIN BEGGING 
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Powers Once More Asked to Stop 
War---Cholera Is Raging ‘in. 
Turkish Army. 


London, November 18.—Any idea that 
the Turkish government may have had 
of benefiting by continued resistance 
must be shattered by today’s news of 
the fall of Monastir. In the capture 
of that important town the Servians 
took three pashas, including the com- 
| mander-in-chief, Zekki Pasha, 50,000 
men and forty-seven guns, thus achiev- 
ing the greatest individual success of 
the war. 

Monastir a Great Stronghold. 

Monastir was the second city of im- 
portance in European Turkey. It was 
Turkey’s stronghold in Macedonia, and 
by tts downfall Macedonia passes com- 
pletely out of Turkish hands. 

What part the Greeks play in the 
capture has’ not yet been ascertained. 
It is known that the Greek army was 
marching to the assistance of the Ser- 
vians, and it is supposed that the 
Greeks were able to cut off the Turk- 
ish retreat to the south. 

The Servians naturally will’be elated 
at this victory, which outshines the 
capture of Saloniki, and must have a 
great moral effect on the future course 
of the war. 

Another of the strange silences 
which have been characteristic of this 
war appears to have fallen over Con- 
stantinople, from which city brief dis- 
patches have been received telling of 
the resumption of the Tchatalja battle 
and that the sultan: had made a fresh 
personal appeal to the European sov- 
ereigns to intervene for the termina- 
tion of the war. Quite as little may be 
expected to come of this appeal as of 
the previous attempt at mediation by 
the powers. 

Cholera and Typhus Raging. 

With cholera and typhus raging 
within her demoralized army, and a 
p-werful enemy hammering, and a 
gates of the capital, Turkey must 
again a>peal to the allies for terms. 
Undoubtedly the object of the com- 
manders in ordering -ne attack on the, 
Tehatalja lines was to . compel this 
course. It seems incredible that Bul- 
garia, for the mere glory of a tri- 
umpha] entry into a cay she does not 
desire possession of, should wish to 
take her army into the disease-in- 
fected zone. 

As the effect of the victory. at : 
Monastir will be to stificn the Servian 
wevernment in resist g Austrian pre- 
tentions, the consular troubles at Pris- 
rend and Mitrovitza are breeding a 
dangerous gpirit of ill feeling between 
Austria and Servia which is little cal- 
culated to favor diplomatic negotia- 
tions. The newspapers of both capi- 
tals reflect this feeling. 

There is a report that Scutari has 
fallen before the Mon*enegrin attacks, 
but this is not confirmed. 

Proof that the cholera has affected 
the Bulgarian army comes in a report 
(that the noted German doctor, Roth, 
has been summoned to Bulgarian 
headquarters to assist in stamping out 
the disease. 
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MONASTIR CAPTURED 
BY THE SERVIAN ARMY 


Belgrade, November 18.—The Turk- 
ish fortress of Monastir surrendered 
this afternoon to the Servian troops. 

Fifty thousand Turkish soldiers and 
! three generals laid down their arms. 
Monastir virtually had been sur- 


rounded by Servian troops for several | 
days, while Greek troops, coming from | 


the south, had cut off the Turkish line

Berlin, November 18.—The liveliest 
imagination would be unable to depict 
frightful conditions existing among 
the Turkish troops at HademkKeui, on 
the lines of Tchatalja, according to 
Major Eugen Zwenger, war corrs- 
spondent of the Tageblatt. He says 
thousands of dead and dying He along 
the road. Men with stretchers are en- 
gaged day and night gathering the 
dead for burial and the wounded for 
transport to the hospitals. He con- 
tinved: 

“Wherever I looked I saw the dis- 


concentrated - 
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torted faces anf stiffened hands of 
the wounded stretched forward appeal- 
ing for help. The nearer I approach- 
ed the railroad station, the sadder 
grew the picture. 

“The railroad station is a field full 
of dead. I. saw in one car ten men, 
five of whom were living and the other 
five dead, their faces still expressing 
the horrible agonies they had pasged 
through. I walked among piles of 
corpses and among masses of groan- } 
ing, sick men who soon. wéuld find re-| 
lief in death. . 

“A train about to start’ was over- 
crowded with -holera-stricken men 
Many of those in: the cars died soon 
after they got on. board. 

“According to authentic information 
the deaths from cholera number 6,000 
daily along the line of Tchatalja.”

His Sale 66 UE Kaas Of Land

Deciding against Thomas E. Watson 
in a suit brought to compel the per- 
formance of a contract of sale for 196 
acres of land in McDuffie county 
which Watson contracted to sell to 
William K. Miller for $4,312, but which 
he had previously conveyed to his 
granddaughter, the supreme court held 


Mr. Watson in his demurrer to the 
petition set up that even if the alleged 
facts were true, 1t would not consti- 
tute a cause of action. The superior 
court of McDuffie county had sustain- 
ed the demurrer, but the supreme court 
reverseq this finding. 

The record in the case shows that 
on January 27, 1908, Mr. Watson 
agreed in writing to sell. William K. 
Milley 196 acres of lang for $4,312. 
Miller paiq $500 in cash and gave 
three notes for $1,270 each, due in 
one, two and three years and bearing 
6 per cent interest. 

Watson executed a bond for title, 
pledging himself to convey the land 
by warranty deeq upon payment of 
the notes. .He also agreed that he 
would join Miller in executing deeds 
for any subsequent sale of the prop- 


erty so that later purchasers might 
holq the property in fee. simple. 
Previous Conveyance Discovered. 
Miller sold 18 acres to B. H. Wil- 
lingham for $500 and Watson joined in 
executing a deed, and later solq 89 
acres to D. Farmer for $27.50 per acre. 
But when Mr. Parmer came to ex- 
amine hig title he found the record of 
a previous deed of gift for the land 
from Thomas E. Watson to the lat-

Miller stated he wanted: the original 
agreement carried out ang announced 
he was ready to pay the balance of the 
purchase price. The court held that 
under the circumstances he was not 
Sullty of laches in failing to make 
this tender before binging suit.

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_ Question of Adoption of Industrial 
Solidarity Before Labor 
‘ ede-ation. : 


Rochester, Dy. » fs November 18.— The 
Guestion whether the American Fed- 
eration of Labor is to adopt indus- 
trial unionism in place of its present 
policy of re@ognizing, except in cer- 
tain instances, the autonomy of trade 
or craft organizations will be dis- 
cussed tomorrow before the conven- 
tion of that organization. Near the 
Close of this aftefnoon’s meeting the 
committee on education reported on a 
resolution for the adoption of indus- 
trial uniopism. A majsority of the 
cemmittee voted for its rejection and 
a minority report favored industrial 
unionism where practicable and where 
not practicable a close federation of 
trade unions for uniflea action. 

The resolution was introduced by 
John Mitchell, Duncan McDonald, John 
P. White, Frank J. Hayes, William 
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Green and J. H. Walker, of the United! 


Mine Workers of America, and is as 
follows: 

“Whereas, the lines are being more 
Closely drawn between capital and la- 
bor; and 

“Whereas, the capitalists of the 
country have organized the National 
Manufacturers’ association and other 
large employers’ organizations, com- 
pact, cohesive bodies, havin~ for their 
purpose the destruction of the trades 
union movement, and reaimuzing that in 
unity there is strength: therefore beit 

“Resolved, That in order to combat 
these compact and powerful organiza- 
tions of employers of labor, this con- 
vention adopts and indorses the plan 
of organization by industries instead 
of by crafts, which often divides the 
forces of labor, and that the officers 
of the American Federation of Labor 
be instructed to use every effort tq 
bring this about, and that they visit 
the different labor conventions and 
usBe their influence to mold sentiment 
along. these lines.” 

The majority of the committee de- 
sired ta substitute for the resolution 
the autonomy declaration of the 
Scranton convention in 1901, which fa- 
vored retention of the policy of recog- 
nizing and maintaining craft or trade 
autonomy on so far as it was compati- 
ble with modern organization of in- 
dustry. By speeial order discussion of 
the resolution*® was set for tomorrow, 
tiirectly following the discussion of 
the ,influence of the Sherman anti- 
trust law on the labor movement. 

tesolutions adopted at the after- 
noon session condemned the “private 
detectives” said to be used to break 
Strikes in West Virginia; favored the 
development of state universities along 
the Wisconsin extension plan: corn- 
mended the movement for wider use

bor officers in its proceedings.

ARRAIGNED IN COURT 


Government Prosecuting Son of 
Novelist and Other Prominent 
Men for Misuse of Mails. 


New: York, November 18.—The fed- 
eral government called for trial in the 
United States district court here today 
what it considers one of its most im- 
portant cases growing out of alleged 
misuse of the mails. It involves the 
integrity of the so-called Hawthorne 
group of mining stocks and brings to 
the bar as defendants men of national 
reputation. They are five in number 
—Julian Hawthorne, son of the novel- 
ist, Nathaniel Hawthorne; Josiah Quin- 
cy, former mayor of Boston and as- 
sistant secretary of state in the Cleve- 
land administration; Bert Freeman, a 
promoter; Dr. William J. Horton, a 
nerve specialist, and John McKinnon, 
secretary-treasurer of the Hawthorne 
companies. 

All were engaged, directly or indi- 
rectly, in the sale of stock in the 
Hawthorne Silver and Iron Mines 
company and allied concerns and were 
indicted in New York in January last 
for alleged use of the mails to defraud 
investors. 

lne government contends that at 
least $3,000,000 accrued from the sale 
6f securities; that sales were effected 
through misrepresentation of the 
character of the properties and that, 
notwithstanding promises, no divi- 
dends have been paid. 

The defendants maintained they 
have been the victims of a ruthless 
crusade on the part of the postoffice 
department. Before the case was 
called today a statement was issued in 
their behalf, in part as foilows: 

‘The detendants contend that the 
primary cause of the suspension of 
operations at their mines is the ac- 
.tion of the postoffice department, in- 
stituted two and a half years ago, and 
vigorously prosecuted, except at in- 
tervals, ever since, in: circularizing 
stockholders and destroying their con- 
fidence in the enterprises and their 
management, thus compelling the di- 
rectors to suspend ° operations until 
the government case could be dis- 
posed of. 

“The defendants; contend that 
Haw'thorne mining enterprises were 
undertaken in good faith and were 
based upon geological and mineral 
conditious which gave sufficient 
grounds for expecting the success of 
mining operations and that the stock 
of the mining compantes was offered 
to the public with notice of its specu- 
lative character and of the risks of 
‘mining prospects.” 

More specifically the action of the 
government is based upon the alleged 
misrepresentation and false state- 
ments contained in the literature sent 
through the mails concerning mines of 
the Continental syndicate located near 
the Cobalt district in Canada. The 
government alleges that these mines 
are outside of the silver producing 
belt at Cobalt and that this fact was 
suppressed in the circulars and let- 


ters sent out.

RHODES SCHOLARS 
SHARPLY CRITIC!SED 


Washington, November 18.—A severe 

criticism of the caliber of students 
sent to Oxford university under the 
2hodes scholarships was delivered to- 
day by Dr. George R. Varkin, of Ox- 
ford. executive secretary of the Rhodes 
scholarship fund, before the National 
Association of State Universities, 
which began its seventeenth annual 
session here today. 

Dr. Parkin divided the students sent 
to Oxford from the United States into 
three classes. The first third, he said, 
were high grade students, the second 
third were fair, while the other third, 
“well, it is a mystery to the Oxford 
faculty how they ever get through.” 

Dr. Parkin said that merit should 
be the determining factor in awarding 
the Rhodes scholarships. Well rounded 
students were desired, he declared, re- 
gardless of financial or social stand- 
ing. He told the association that Ox- 
ford was the center of the culture of 
the world, and that he could not under- 
stand the lack of interest pv Ameri- 
cans in the opportunity opened up by 
the Rhodes scheme. He said Oxford 
ruled everything, and that at least 
one-half of every cabinet formed in 
the last 100 years had been Oxford 
men. 

A report on the plan for a national 
university to be located in Washing- 
ton and conducted by the federal gov- 
ernment was made by Dr. Edmund J. 
James, president of the University of 
Illinois. The association contemplates 
asking the next congress for an ap- 
propriation of half a million dollars. 
A committee consisting of President

Washington, November 18.—Con- 
tracts for the construction of six new 
torpedo boat destroyers, bids on which 
were Opened at the navy department 
today, probably will be divided among 
severa] of seven -bidders. No com- 
pany offered o build all of the de- 
stroyers, and the Cramp company, of 
Philadelphia, whose oid of $846,900 
each for three vessels, was the lowest 
on the department’s designs, was the 
Only builder to seek contracts for 
more than two. 

The Cramp company also submitted 
the lowest for the two boats, $855,000 
each, and the Fore River Shipbuilding 
company, of Quincy, Mass., submitted 
the lowest for a single contract under 
department plans, $854,500. T he Bath 
Iron Works offered to build a single 
vesse] for $810,000 on the plans of two 
destroyers now under construction at 
its plant, but asked $862,000 for one 
on the department’s designs. 

These destroyers may be construct- 
ed with turbine primary engines ;or 
high speeds, with reciprocating en- 
gine attacnments for low cruising 
speeds, or may use reduction Sear be- 
tiveen the high-speed turbines and the 
propellers when the vessel is cruising.

Close Was Dull After Day of 
Listlessness and Nar- 
row Changes. 


New York, November 18.—Extreme 
listlessness and narrow price changes 
marked the day’s operation on the 
stock market. linitial dealings showed 
general declines, in keeping with the 
"heavy tone of London, but these soon 
were recovered in large part. The 
market yielded again in the afternoon, 
on announcement that the United 
States supreme court had adjourned 
for a fortnight without rendering de- 
cisions in several important cases of 
interest to the financial community. 

At odd moments during the day 
there was moderate pressure on Read- 
ing, Union Pacific and United States 
Steel, while specialties, such as Amer- 
ican Can, Bethlehem Steel, common 
and preferred, National Lead, American 
Woolen preferred and Sears-Roebuck 
fell 1 to 2% #£=~points. Some of the 
equipment stocks were conspicuous for 
their strength, American Locomotive 
and New York Airbrake scoring high- 
est prices of the year on small trad- 
ing. Copper shares, heavy at the out- 
set, improved later, in connection with 
reports of heavy buying of the metal 
for Europe. Net losses were general 
at the dull close. 

The day's news was of a mixed char- 
acter, ranging from uncertainty abroad 
to cheerful business advices from the 
west and southwest. In those sec- 
tions railway managers were handling 
traffic in enormous volume, manufac- 
turers of stee] and iron goods reported 
increased bookings and increased ac- 
tivity was seen in most lines of mer- 
chandise. 

Receipts of foodstuffs at Chicago 
were smaller than in the previous 
week, but much larger than in the 
corresponding week last year. Call 
money loaned under 6 per cent, and 
time rates were inclined to ease be- 
cause of the improved bank position 
discloseqd in last week’s statement.

“My husband was the only person in 
the world there was to take care of 
me and my children,” said Mrs. King, 
as she wiped the tears from her eyes 
on her apron. “He might have done 
poorly at times, but he did the best 
he could, and he was all we had. God 
are going to do 
now. He was kind to us, and it is 
an awful thing to think how he was 
killed. If he did gamble he was only 
trying to get a little money I suppose 
to help us out, for we have been very 
poor.”
